FABLE FOR EISENHOWER 


The name of General Dwight D. I Eisenhower continues to 
be bandied about in politics. Rum or* periMNt that h e im about to 
take part in some spectacular maneuver. Some nay he will lo­ 
used to set off a stampede for Senator Vandenberg'* nomination 
at the Republican convention. 
There have been several public 
references to a quite different story—-that hi* name will go Le 
fore the Democratic convention in an effort to head off the re­ 
nomination of M r. Truman. 
Just how much fire in back of this Hinoke remains to Le seen 
O n the face of the record, General Eisenhower can hardly help 
being displeased at the way the*e rumors keep going the rounds. 
H e disclaimed ambition for the Presidency in a flat footed state 
ment some weeks ago— and went on to prove that a m ilitary 
leader should not he given that high post. 
lf by any chance, the General ha* in mind to step Lack into 
politics, after having thus Lowed out, he would be exceedingly 
well advised to recall a story out of political history— and then, 
if he is really bright enough to be a suitable person to head 
Columbia University, he will sternly resist all temptation lo per­ 
mit himself to be used by political self seekers. 
The fable which General eisenhower ought to recall — though 
it isn't really fable, but true fa d — has to do with the m isadven­ 
ture* of A dm iral George Dewey exactly forty-eight years ago 
There are some astonishing parallels between the situation 
then and now. History has repeated, in many of the important 
details. 
Then as now, the Democratic party was in a box. 
It was 
stuck with a candidate it didn’t want. Today the party is stuck 
with President Truman. In 1900, it was W illiam Jennings Bryan 
Bryan had ’’stolen’* the 1896 nomination, having stampeded the 
convention with his "cross of gold" speech. 
As the 1900 conventions neared, the Democrats of that time 
found it just as hard to escape re nominating Bryan, and going 
down to defeat with him. as the Democrats of today are finding 
ii difficult to avoid re-nominating Truman. 
Then as now, the thinking of some of the party members 
ran in the direction of a war leader.

I have bern approached by politicians re­ 
peatedly, in one way or another, but I have refused 
absolutely to consider any proposition whatever. This 
is final.** 
Unfortunately, it wasn't final. Again, just at it it now being 
said that General Eisenhower's flat rejection of the nomination 
may somehow be recalled, so that he will be pushed into the 
arena either as candidate or king-maker, to Admiral Dewey in 
fact changed his mind.

possibly too much” was a distinct understatement. 
I hr interview wa* a pobtii al bombshell, which blew the com- 
plascent Admiral sky-high. Probably no other potential candi­ 
date for president ever eliminated himself more quickly, or in 
more spectacular fashion. 
Unhappily, the Admiral's popularity, already undermined 
by misunderstanding* about his venture into matrimony and his 
attitude towards a house given him by the public, went to pieces 
almost as fast as his chances of getting to the White House. 
(For a detailed appraisal of this chapter in political history, 
see Mark Sullivan'* fascinating series, “Our Times," volume 
one.) 
The Admiral had demonstrated only too well his earlier 
conclusion that “ the Navy is one profession, politics another.” 
It would be impossible to imagine a more impolitic statement 
than the words with which Admiral Dewey announced his 
availability— the remark that “the office of the President is not 
Much a very difficult one to fill.'' or that*all a President has to do 
is mainly to “execute the laws of Congress.” 
General Eisenhower, iii his foimul statement renouncing hi* 
candidacy for President, made much (he same observation that 
Admiral D • wry did— that politics is a profession iii itself, re 
quiring long training, and offering to those who sperialife iii it 
groat opportunities lot public, patriotic service. 
II ibis table ha* a moral, it is that General Eisenhower would 
be uniat! to do wh.il Adm iral Dewey didn t do-—let it go at thai; 
stick by Ins ii tus.il to take part in something where he will lie 
merely a vehicle tot forces he doesn t understand; urn! not 
jeopardire Ins standing before the world by repudiating, eilhri 
iii word oi spoil, the “ hands off” declaration lie made recently.
